"inaiid in industry for liberally educated men, even in highly 
leclinic.il proccs.scs. The World w.-.r, with it.? temporary dep- 
arture from thiiifs tundamcntal, created a vast field for ex- 



perts, for technically trained men who knew meclianical for- 
mula; cxhausttfely, so that it is only quite recently that in- 
dustry is doing an "about-face" in this respect. One large 
corporation, which hired a large number of college graduates 
annually, and wWeh formerly insistetl upon a higlily technical 
training, announced recently that in the future every appli- 
cant must have a liberal education if they were to receive 
any consideration. 

Aviation ii the latest convert to th'u theory. A nation- 
wide contest, in which several Marquette students are engag- 
ed, is being conducted to interest college graduates in this 
field, and it is not without significance that the applicants 
are limited to engineering and liberal arts courses. There 
are enough mechanics and technically trained men available 
but aviation is pain fiilly . aware that many positions in. the 
industry demand a liberally educated man, with the more 
fully-developed capacities that such an cducition implies.
